Grettir 
Algarsson, the young British Columbian- 
born explorer, is making headway with 
his plans for the assault by air on: the 
Nerto Polar. region this summer. 
hopes to sui] from the Mersey im May in 
order to make his flight’ under the most 
favourable weather conditions.” 

Commander FA, Worsley, DSO, 
KNBR, who «commanded ‘Sir’ Enrnest 
Shaekleton’s ships Kudurance and Quest, 
and whom everyone remembers in con- 
nection” with thé epic voyage 
Elepoant. Island to South Georgia, wilh 
command the ship, and act as second in 
eommand of the expedition. 

The plan, as outlined at, present, are 
to proceed by way of Roykjavik to Spitz: 
bergen, and, after coaling, to skirt the

then be formed, the plane assembled, and 
the. last stage of the Polar flight under, 
taken. .

The venture will: demand a plane of 
special design which it is proposed shall 
embody developments arising out of ‘the 
rectnt ‘light plane tests at Lympne, but 
will, of course,:, be more powerfully en- 
gined than, any used in those experiments.
